NOT TIRED NOW. 


The Santa Fe Engineers 
Ready to Take Up 
Their Runs. 


Several Trains Taken Out by 
Brotherhood Men at 
_ Kansas City 


Chairman Carroll Admits That 
He Circulated a False 
Report. 


The Santa Fe Grievance Committee in Des- 
perate Straits and Feeling Pretty Blue— 
None of the Engineers on the Other Roads 
Anxious to Strike—All Quiet on the Gulf— 
The Situation in Texas—A General Tie- 
Up Feared—Misseuri Pacific Men at Lit- 
tle Rock Waiting for Orders—The Situa- 
tion Lecally. 


KANSAS City, Mo., March 17.—10 a. m.—The 
Fort Scott & Gulf trains are all moving 
promptly and with regularity up to this hour. 
The situation on the Santa Fe is unchanged, 
no trains are due to leave until10:10. There 
is no switching being done in the yards. A 
meeting of the Grievance Committee will be 
held at 10:30. Chairman Carroll, speaking in 
regard to the published reports of 
the financial strength of the Brother- 
hood, said: ‘‘The newspapers are trying to 
make us out as being very poor. But the 
fact is we can stand as large a drain as any 
railroad and then not be hurt. It is true there 
is about $300,000 in the contingent fund, but in 
addition to that we havea building fund in 
our treasury amounting to $560,000, which we 
have been accumulating for years for the pur- 
pose of erecting buildings forthe order. This 
can be used to pay the expenses of the strike 
if necessary. Now, in addition to these funds, 
amounting to $860,000, we have a widows’ and 
orphans’ fund which we will not touch. 
There are 27,000 members in good 
standing, and each of them could = quit 
work for six months and go ona pleasure 
trip if he wanted to and not be financially em- 
barrassed by it. Each of the men can put up 
$100 at a moment’s notice if it m necessary, 
and you can see we would then have $3,610,000 
for a fighting capital. .Can either of the roads 
afford to lose that? At least 75 per cent of the 
engineers to-day in service have homes and 
have a competence in land, 80 you see we are 
not quite in as bad afighting trim as some peo- 
ple would be glad to believe.’’ 

IN DESPERATE STRAITS. 

lla. m.—The Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Engineers is evidently in desperate straits 
this morning and they realize that they must 
work every means to save themselves. Chair- 
man Carroll of the Union Grievance Commit- 
tee admitted this morning that the reports 
which he gave to the Associated Press reporter 
yesterday were untrue and had been given 
simply to create a scare throughout 
the United States. There was no truth 
in the statement that the roads 
would be called out one each day. This morn- 
ing there was a large defection from the Santa 
Fe strikers, which was the result of a warm 
fight in a session of the committees held last 
night. At the meeting sixteen of the en- 
gineers announced their intention of going 
back to work to-day on the Santa Fe. At this 
hour there is a great atir among the 
engineers, and for the first time since 
the beginning of the strike the members 
of the committee are out among 
the men pleading their cause. The Osage City 
train, which is due to leave at 9:55, still stands 
on the track, while Engineer Chick receives 
the attentions of the strikers until he is full of 
enthusiasm for the order, then he receives a 
visit from the officials of the road and con- 
cludes to go out. At present he is in the hands 
of the engineers. 

WILL GO BACK TO WORK. 

No. 8, which was to have gone out at 10:10, 
is on the track preparatory to a start, and 
from the length of the train, thirteen coaches, 
it is evident that the road intends to make it 
answer the purpose of trains 8 and 5. Just 
now the impression is gaining ground that the 
menonthe Santa Fe will all all go back to 
work before 6 o’clock to-night. J. W. Loomis, 
of the Chicago & Alton, says he has received 
forty ce of freight from the Bur- 
lington and they will remain on 


the side tracks of the road until 
alter 6 o’clock to-night when he will see 


whether they will handle them or not: On the 
Fort Scott road everything moves smoothly 
and there is no indication of trouble any- 
where. The Missouri Pacific and Union Pa- 
cific officials say they anticipate no trouble 
and have made no arrangements looking to- 
wards a strike. Assistant General 
Superintendent Spoor of the Santa 
Fe says his road will be run 
ning in good order Before night, as numbers 
of men have announced their intention of 
returning to their cabs when called upon. 
The engineers will not talk, and those who are 
managing the strike were looking very dis- 
consolate over tie defection of their brothers.

The True Inwardness of the Reigning Paris 
Sensation. 
Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

Panis, March 17.—The secret of the inten- 
tions of the French Government in regard to 
Gen. Boulanger was excteding well kept; un- 
tilan intimation appeared in the official jour- 
nal there was nota whisper that so startling 
an event was pending. Gen. Boulanger un- 
doubtedly has a large following and has made 
himself popular, like other ambitious French- 
men before him, with the rank and flle of the 
army by studying their comfort when Minis- 
dar ot War. 80 far as can be ascertained at 
present, however, the action of 
Gen. Logerot is generally approved 
and it is felt that Gen. Boulanger in 
Gisobeying orders, committed an offense 
which would be fatal to military discipline to 

Overlook; morever, the fact that he disguised 
himself, wearing blue spectacles, makes bim 
an object of a considerable amount of ridicule, 
and nothing could be more injurious to a 
French public man than this, an allusion ina 
piece at the Varieties Theatre, to blue spec- 
tacles, was received by the audience with loud 
laughter.

THREE CONVENTIONS 


DECIDED UPON TO-DAY BY THE STATE DEM- 
OCRATIC COMMITTEE 


Sedalia, Springfield and Jefferson City Di- 
vide the Honers—A Convention to Name 
National Delegates Set for May 17—The 
Judicial Convention on August 15 and 
the State Nominating Convention on 
August 22—-A Day of Log-Rolling and 
Wire-Pulling. 


A random shot fired Into the rotunda of the 
Lindell Hotel to-day would have made its im- 
print on a dozen Democrats, attracted to that 
place by the meeting of the State Central 
Committee. The appointed meeting hour was 
10:30 o’clock this morning, but long before 
that bour the politicians who ar- 
rived last evening and this morning, 
breakfasted and put in an appearance 
in the rotunda to pursue their still-hunt. 
State sentiment on the political outlook is 
encrusted in impenetrable layers of secrecy, 
and unless the inqulrer happens tobe from 
our town’’ or ‘‘a citizen from our county’’ 
he will have his labor for his pains in an in- 
terrogatory tour. The fight for the guber- 
natorial nomination is still too far from being 
decided to have the Governor-makers enlist 
openly on either side. A comparison 
of assurances between Messre. Claiborne, 
Francis, Glover and Morehouse would 
undoubtedly have a ridiculous result and 
find a great many political pusses out of 
corners. Before the committee meeting the 
politicians and governor-makers assembled 
atthe Laclede and aboutl0 o’clock moved 
up tothe Lindell Hotel fora further com- 
parison of notes. 

WIRE PULLING. 

Among those present to-day were: Messrs. 
J. D. Gordon and C. R. Turner of Columbia, 
J. P. Willis and Jno. L. Face ot Butler, 
W. G. McCarthy, Gov. A. P. Morehouse 
and J. W. Craig from the _ capitol. 
State Treasurer J. M. Seiber, who is a candi- 
date for Auditor, and John T. Clark, first clerk 
in the Auditor’s office, who is also a candidate 
for the Auditorship, came down to look after 
their candidacies. E. T. Noland of the Treas- 
urer’s office, who is a candidate for the Treas- 
urership, and who is known as the lucky dog 
of the cainpaign, was on hand to see that no 
other candidate gets into his political patch. 
He has no opposition so far for 
the place, and is joyfully watching 
the time pass towards the convention date. 
Eugene WiIlkerson of the Secretary of State’s 
office, came down from the Springfield Imi- 
gration Convention to look after the interests 
of Secretary of State McGrath, who is in the 
race, although he has not yet made a formal 
announcement.

THE SESSION OF THE COMMITTEE. 

At 11 o’clock this morning the State Demo- 
cratic Committee met at the Lindell Hotel.

before the committee met the members were 
button-holed by the delegates from Sedalia, 
Jefferson City and Springtield and were geuer- 
aliy committed to one town or the other, 

Mr. John ©’ Day, put Springfield under new 
obligations to him for the assistance given by 
bim in the fight for one ofthe corventions. The 
Springfield delegation, under the Impression 
thatthere would be only two conventions, 
were instructed to secure the first. The Jeffer- 
son City delegation worked for the nominat- 
ing convention, as they could give no as- 
surance that the capitol building will be 
ready before July. The Sedalia representa- 
tives went in for what they could get. They 
already have the Republican State Conven: 
tion which will meet on May 15. These influ- 
ences all bore upon the committee to work 
out the result. It was decided to hold three 
conventions. 

THE CONVENTION DATES. 

The first will be May E, at Sedalia, fer the 
purpose of nominating delegates to the Na- 
tional Convention, which will be held in this 
city June 5. The county delegates to the con- 
vention will be elected May 12. 

The second will be held on August 15 at 
Springfield, Mo., for the purpose of nominat- 
ing one Judge of the Supreme Court und two 
Judges of the Court of Appeals. After nom- 
inating a candidate for the Supreme Bench the 
convention will dissolve itself into two 
judiciary conventions for the purpose of 
nominating candidates for the Court of Appeals. 

The third convention, to nominate a State 
ticket, will be held Augusy 22, at Jefferson 
Oity. 

Delegates tothe judiciary and nominating 
convention will be elected August 11. 

All the delegations are satisfied with 
the decisions of the committee. Sedalia 
got one convention, Springfield got another 
which will be held when log-rolling will be 
most active and Jefferson City secured the 
nominating convention which it started out 
for. 

After this business was disposed of Messrs. 
Conran and Riefling of the committee of five 
from the City Central Committee were in- 
vited in to make a presentation of the 
complications growing out of the refusal of 
the Recorder of Voters to give the committees 
copies ofthe poll books. <A sub-committee 
of the State Committee was appointed to con- 
fer with the sub committee of the Central 
Committee on the subject, after which the 
committee took a receas. .

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WASHINGTON NEWS. 


The Lard Investigation—Senator Stanford 


and the Pacific Roads. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., March 17.—The Senate 
Committee on Agriculture resumed the lard 
hearing to-day. Prof, Wiley, chemist of the 
Department of Agriculture, appeared and 


gave the.committee the result of his micro- 
scopic examinations of the various samples of 
lard submitted to him. Taking up the samples 
of lard manufactured by Armour & Co., he 
stated that the lard branded ‘‘pure refined 
family lard’’ contains cottonseed oil and 
stearine. That branded ‘‘kettie refined lard’’ 
was not adulterated. 

‘fchoice refined family lard’’ contained 
cottonseed oil and stearine. A sample of 
choice family lard, purchased in St. Louis, 
contained no cottonseed oll, but some crys- 
tails of stearine were apparent. A sample of 
the same brand, purchased in New Orleans, 
gave distinct traces of cottonseed oil. A brand 
of ‘‘superior compound lard,’’ contained cot- 
tonseed oil. Allthe samples of lard manu- 
factured by Fairbanks & Co. cotained cotton- 
seed oil and beef stearine except that branded 
prime refined leaf lard, “ which contained 
no stearine. Witness stated that he had no 
reason to believe thatany of the ingredients 
contained in the sampies were injurious to 
health. 

Continuing his testimony as to lard samples 
he took up those manufactured by Squire & 
Co., and stated that they contained neither 
cottonseed oll nor stearine. Cdassard & Son’s 
„best refined lard’’ contained neither cotton- 
seed oil nor stearine, but reacted under 
chemical tests unlike pure lard. He did not 
know what ingredients it contained, as his 
analysis had been carried on merely with a 
view to discover whetherecotton-seed oll and 
stearine was used, and the examina- 
tions were still ‘incomplete. A sample of 
lard manufactured by Whittaker & Sons 
branded ‘*pure unadulterated honest retine 
lara’’ contained no cottonseed oil, while a 
sample manufactured by the same firm, 
branded ‘‘adulterated refined lard,’’ con- 
tained cottonseed oil. At the laboratory he 
had rendered the head, entrails and Intestines 
— * hog and found them to make a pure 
ard. 

Mr. Fox inquired whether the lard so ren- 
dered could be distinguished from pure lard. 

The witness replied that they were just 
alike. Perhaps there was a difference of color, 
but not sufficient to base any data upon. Leaf 
lard had a little less color, but scarcely enough 
to be distinguishable. He had found nearly all 
the lards examined to be free of water. One 
sample, however, manufactured by Fowler & 
Bros. of Chicago, branded ‘‘choice family 
lard’’ contained 6.21 per cent water. Another 
sample of Worthman & Co. 's lard contained 
17.40 per cent of water. It was branded 
Anchor Lard. “ The Chairman suggested 
that the brand was avery suitable one. The 
witness stated thata sample of ‘‘choice family 
lard’’ manufactured by O, L. Tietjen of New 
York contained 35.5 per cent of water.

ON THE CHESAPEAKE, 


Numerous Serious Disasters to Shipping— 
Vessels Wrecked and Lives Lost. 


BALTIMORE, Md., March 17.—Definite news 
of the damage done among the oyster fleets on 
the Lower Chesapeake is beginning to come 
in. There was great destruction of vessel 
property and loss of life. In the Annamessex 
River, an arm of the bay, an unknown 
schooner was sighted Monday in distress by 
the revenue cutter. She had a flying signal of 
ditsress. She had acrew of five or six men. 
The cutter attempted to reach the 
schooner, but could not do it on 
account of the prevailing hurri- 
cane. Other unsuccessful attempts were 
made during Tuesday. The vessel was finally 
reached Wednesday. Her crew had been 
overcome by hunger and cold. They were 
found frozen stiff and dead. There are a 
number of sunken boats in Muddy Creek, a 
branch of the river, and a number of dredgers 
p&ished. E. H. Ludington and three men 
from the sloop Allen Bira, told of their suffer- 
ings and how they were saved, beaching their 
boat in the Annamessex River. They were 
anchored about two miles from Ford’s Land- 
ing during the storm. Before the storm sev- 
eral schooners and pungies were around 
them. Theschooner Fox drugged both her 
anchors, but was not wrecked. The schooner 
Eastern Light foundered and 

FOUR OF HER CREW WERE LOST. 

Monday a Hungarian boy of the 
Molly was drowned. The Molly, which had 
run out of provisions, was lying near by. The 
boy got in asmall boat to go ashore for pro- 
Visions. The small boat soon capsized and he 
was drowned. Off the schooner Joseph Allen 
near by, four were lost and three rescued, 
The provisions and general suppiies of the 
Ocean Bird having given out, the three men 
on board succeeded in pours ashore. 
They were about hal frozen and 
nearly exhausted, It is impos- 
sible now to estimate the full 
damage of the storm upon the Chesapeake as 
it will bea week before the returns can be 
gathered. From the data at hand between 100 
and 200 vessels were either cast ashore, cap- 
sized or sunk, from thirty to forty were 
wrecked, and from twelve to thirty people 
were drowned. Mostof the boats were sloops 
and oyster schooners. The damage will run 
far up into the thousands. Inundation of 
the low lands of the Maryland, Delaware 
and Virginia Peninsula caused great loss. On 
the eastern shore of Virginia people were 
obliged to live in the attics without fire or 
food, andin one region vessels were carried 
over 500 feet inland, where the receding tides 
have left them high and dry. 

Specials last night from Crisfleld report the 
rescue of ive men from a foundered schooner. 
They were in the rigging over forty-eight 
hours, and shortly after they were taken off 
one of them died. The condition of the others 
is serious.

Has Father 
Dowd a right to dictate to an Irish Association 
what it shall do in matters purely political? 
We think not. In his proper sphere we bow 
to him; more, we are willing to hearken to his 
advice in allthings. But when he descends 
from his sacred office to become one of us in a 

arty squabble, we teil him plainly that 80 
ong as he remains inthe fight he stands di- 
vested of his sacred functions and must take 
his chances the same as others, neither bet- 
ter nor worse. Moreover, we say 
that it is a mistake for a 
man, however venerabie in person or office, 
to take sides withany party politician whose 
conduct has been condemned by Irish Nation- 
alists. He should stand aloof and above such 
associations. If he can’t be with his country- 
men, he should at least not join their ene- 
mies. In spiritual matters we bow with all 
submission to the reverend father, but he must 
not interfere with our political rights. If he 
does so be must take the consequences the 
same as any other man.

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A MONEY SHARK S VICTIM 


THE SUICIDE OF E R HALL DUE TO FT 
NANCIAL TROUBLES. 


Letter Demanding Payment To-Day 
Thought to Be the Immediate Cause of 
the Man's Death—Hall’s Nervous Condi- 
tion and the Results Following It—How 
He Decided to End His Troubles—Story 
of the Suicide, 


The inquest on Edwin Russell Hall, who 
committed suicide last evening by shooting 
himself, was held at the family residence, 518 
Ware avenue, at 9:15 last night. Only three 
witnesses were examined, Edith Belle 
Hall, stepdaughter of the deceased; Emma 
Wutzler, servant at the house, and 
Frank Wyman of Simmons Hardware Com- 
pany. A verdict of suicide was rendered on 
their testimony. Financial troubles and worry 
brought on a nervous ailment and unsettled 
his mind. These are given as the causes of 
the suicide. 

Mr. Hall was about 88 years of age and was a 
native of Waterville, H. Five years ago he 
came here from Chicago and opened a 
rubber store on North Fourth street. The 
venture proved a failure, however, and after 
a couple of years’ experience his store was 
clesed. Then he entered the employ of 
the Simmons Hardware Company as super- 
intendent of the rubber goods department. 
He was very despondent and had nervous 
troubles about which he had consulted 
numerous physicians. For a year past he had 
been under Dr. Love’s care. His step- 
daughter says she is satisfied from his actions 
he was not in his right mind. Yesterday his wife 


was down town sbopping. It was in the after- 
noon and Hall accompanied ber to Barr’s 
store, While she was making some pur- 
chases he left to make some purchases, as he 
stated. He appeared to be 
IN THE BEST 
Evidently he did not remain down 
as he reached home about 5 
let himself into the house with 
his key, and after inquiring of the servant if 
his wite had returned and receiving a negative 
response, he proceeded up-stairs tothe sit- 
ting or sewing-room. The servant busied 
herself with her bousehold duties and in about 
a half hour Mrs Hall returned. A few min- 
utes after she went pp- stairs the servant 
heard the most agonizing screams. She rushed 
to the room and there found Mrs. Hall 
endeavoring to raise up the prostrate body of 
her husband from the floor. A 88-caliber 
Smith & Wesson revolver lay beside him and 
he was bieeding from a wound inthe mouth. 
Mrs. Hali’s grief was of the most agonizing 
nature, She screamed and rushed madly 
about, crying aloud to her husband to 
speak to her. The servant summoned 
Dr. Dean, who pronounced the man dead. 
The ball had entered the mouth, split the 
tongue, passed throngh the back of the head 
coming outon the rigut ofthe spinal column 
and lodging in the wall on the opposite side of 
the room. Just when,be fired the shot is not 
known asthe servant, who was the only per- 
son in the house at the time, heard no pistol 
report. She supposes he killed himself while 
she was in the cellar. Mre. Hall dragged the 
body out into the hall and had*to be literally 
torn away from it. Her violent grief never 
ceased until she finally lapsed into uncon- 
sciousness. 
THE MONEY-LENDER’S LETTER. 

From all that could be gathered about the 
life and the condition of the financial affairs of 
the deceased it would appear that bis deter- 
mination to end his life was su- 
perinduced by the fact that he 
owed considerabie money which his means 
could not meet. A letter from a money 
lender named Julius Groschke was found in his 
overcoat pocket and his friends believe that 
this letter without doubt played some part in 
the suicide. The letter is dated March 3 and 
reads as follows: 

Mr. Ed Hall: 

The party holding your note insists on 
having his money on the lith inst. I thought 
to notify you in time so you can make arrange- 
ments for it. JUL. GROSCHKE, 

815 Chestnut street. 

The story of Hall’s dealings with Groschke, 
as learned from his friends, is to this effect: 
About a year ago Hall went to Groschke, and 
on a chattel mortgage borrowed 3300, for which 
was Charged a heavy rate of interest. He paid 
$200 of the whole sum and there was yet 
remaining $100 unpaid. For the use of this 
$100 $4 per month was charged as interest. 
To-day was ne day on which Hall had to meet 
his note or else suffer the disgrace attendant 
on the 

FORECLOSURE OF THE MORTGAGE. 

His friends say that his char- 
acter was such that he would 
bave infinitely preferred death to anything 
like the consequences which would inevitably 
follow his failure to meet the obligation. 
Groschke, the money-lender, was seen at 
his shop on Chestnut and acknowledged 
that he had written the letter and 
that the rate of interest he had been charging 
was rather high. I couldn't help it, you 
know, said he with agrim sort of a smile, 
the man that lent the money had to have it, 
and that was m osition.’’ 

Hounded an arrassed in this manner, 
Hali’s highly strung nervous organization 
could not bear up under the strain and yester- 
day he determined that the ‘‘l7th inst.“ 
would not see him alive. To this end he 
went yesterday afternoon to the store of Emile 
Wachter, one of his customers on South 
Broadway, and, after taking a heavy order 
which was also found on his person, he bought 
the revolver with which he ended his life, and 
instructed the clerk to load it for him. 
He seemed to be in a pleasant frame 
of mind while at Wachter’s store, and 
his manners then would never have indicated 
his desperate intentions. From Wachter’s he 
went home and then put himself out of the 
nh of the cent-per-cents by killing him- 
self, 

Dr. I. N. Love, who attended Hall, stated 
to-day to a reporter for the Post- 
DISPATCH that the man’s nervous system was 
strangely disordered from the mental strain 
consequent upon his financial troubles. ‘‘He 
never drank to any great extent that I know 
of,’’ said Dr. Love, ‘‘and certainly not enough 
to impair his health. He simply took what 
liquor he did to hold up his courage. I of- 
ten told him that what he needed was 
not stimulation but rest to buildup his nerves. 
If bis nerves had been strong he never would 
have gone down under the pressure of his 
troubles as he did.“ 

The funeral services will take place to-mor- 
row at the house, and the remains will be 
shipped to Wankegan for interment.

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SHE STILL LIVES. 


A Remarkable Operation For Cancer Per- 
formed With Success. 


Mrs. Thomas E. Hicks of this city, on Febru- 
ary 15, submitted to an operation for the 
removal of cancer after being told that her 
chances of surviving the operation were very 
few. For five years she bad been suffering 
from a trouble for which a succession of 
physicians had abundance of names but 0 
curative agencies. The last pbysician 
diagnosed cancer on January 26, and 
told her an operation was neces- 
sary. She expressed her entire will- 
ingness to submit, and preparations 


were immediately begun. To-day Mrs. Hicks 
left her home for the first time since the oper- 
ation, and bas now nodoubt that she has com- 
pletely recovered from the terrible malady. 
Dr. H. Marks, the physician, told the history 
ofthe case to a friend of the family, but de- 
clined to give any details for publication. 

Mrs. Hicks is 45 years old, and is the mother 
of five children. Since her trouble began fiv 
years ago she has been confined to her bed 19 
long periods, and was for a greater part o 
the time unable to attend to any 
household duties. An examination made by 
the physician proved the correctness of his 
diagnosis, the entire uterus being involved. 
The cancer was of the kind popularly known 
as ‘‘caulifiower’’ from its resemblance to that 
vegetable, and technically termed sarcoma. 
The growth was spreading and threatened to 
involve other parts unless speedily removed. 

Tonics were used for several weeks, and the 
patient’s strength increased in order that she 
might be able to stand the operation. ‘The 
treatment was very successful and on 
the date mentioned the operation was 
performed dy Dr. Marks, assisted by 
Dr. Edwin Bosse, Dr. A. C. Bauer. Several 
students of the College of Physicians and Sur- 
geons witnessed the operation. The operator 
decideded to perform Batty’s operation in 
preference to laperotomy, on account of the 
location of the cancer. In this particular case 
he thought this method the safest, notwith- 
standing that the percentage of recoveries is 
in favor of laperotomy. 

The entire uterus was extirpated, the opera- 

tion occupying guite an hour. When the pa- 
tient recovered from the effects of chlo- 
roform ad ministered she rested eas- 
ily and reguined strength steadily. 
The period of danger from the shock was suc- 
cessfully passed. The more critical period is, 
in the opinion of the physician, also success- 
fully passed. There is always dangerof a 
new cancerous growth Only, the greatest 
care can prevent this. Fora dWinfectant the 
physician used bichlorate of mercury without 
success. He then resorted to a Dutch prepa- 
ration known as terebene, made by the action 
of sulphuric acids on turpentine. This disin- 
fectant answered the purpose, and the parts 
about the wound began to assume a healthy 
appearance. Nodules appeared, which prom- 
ised to develope into cancers. In order to 
chec these a much-vaunted preparation 
known as milz of aveloz’’ was secured. This 
preparation is manufactured in Brazil, and 
has been, according to medical journals, used 
successfully in cases of cancer. It has also 
been used in all forms of cancer, notably in 
Gen. Grant’s case, but without success there. 
Dr. Marks found 
whatever in his 
opment proceeding in 
applications. He then resorted 
preparation of equal parts of nitric -acid, 
nitrate of silver and lard prepared by heating. 
This checked the growth and the nodules dis- 
appeared, and the éntire recovery of the pa- 
tient was secured. 
_ Physicians who know of this case regard the 
recovery as quite extraordinary. One of the 
assisting physicians told the family Mrs. Hicks 
would die. Recently three cases of the same 
character have been operated upon by phys!l- 
cians practicing in the northern part of the 
city, and in each case the patient died. The 
chances of recovery are very low, the per- 
centage being about 80.

GREEN IN THE COURT, 


An Arraignment To-Day Which Was Replete 
With Vernal Favors. 


This was a green day in the Criminal Court. 
The prisoners against whom indictments were 
returned by the Grand-jury Thursday, were 
arraigned to enter their pleas. It was a most 
patriotic St. Patrick's day arraignment. The 
prisoners were led out of the dock 
and up to the rail by deputy- 
sheriffs gorgeously bedecked with green 
shamrocks and rmbbons. The indictments 


were read to them bya clerk who was pro- 
fusely decorated with green shamrock and 
ribbon and the indictments themselves were 
inclosed in green covers. Many ofthe pris- 
oners wore a bow of green ribbon on the lap- 
pel of their coags, and as they came out they 
were inspected by the members of the de- 
tective force, all of whom worea badge of 
green ribbon. Then the janitor of the court- 
room with his green ribbon and sprig of 
shamrock was an interested looker-on, while 
attorneys and others watched the proceedings 
from behind badges of green. 

There were eighty-three prisoners arrainced 
to plead to seventy-two indictments. Only 
seven — of guilty were received from the 
whole batch. 

Charles E. Williams, the negro who shot his 
sweetheart, Mary Oole of 8209 Laclede avenue, 
on February 17, was given a severe dose. He 
shot his sweetbeurt and then attempted to kill 
himself, but both his attempts at killing 
proved failures. Assault to kill was the 
charge in the indictmeat to-which he pleaded 
guilty and he was sentenced to seven years in 
the penitentiary. 

Frank Lundyraff and Dick Woods, indicted 
for highway robbery, pieaded guilty to an at- 
tempt only and received four years each in the 
penitentiary. They held up Barney Albers 
on the 6th inst., and robbed him of $16 and a 
silver watch and chain walued at $15. Land- 
graff is a brother of the man in juil under con- 


vietion for having murdered his sweetheart. 


William Smith, who broke into ast. Lous & 
San Francisco Rallroad car and stole $5 worth 
of macilage nd ink, and was indicted for bur- 
glary and larceny, pleaded guilty to burglary 
alone and received fourfyearsin the peniten- 
tiary. : 

Edward Connelly entered a plea to the in- 
dictment of grand larceny against him and 
was dumbfounded when the Court sentenced 
him to four years in the penitentiary.

GRANT’S BOOK. 


Col. Fred Grant Makes 
eral’s Letter to Badeau. 


New Tonk, March 17.—Col. Frederick D. 
Grant answers the various stories that have 
been in circulation about the relations be- 
tween Gen. Badeau and his father, the late 
President Grant, by giving the whole corre- 
spondence to the world. Gen. Badeau was 
engaged by Gen. Grant in 1834 to assist him in 
the preparation of his personal memoirs. His 
work was to be that of an amanuensis. This 
Gen. Badeau explains and admits in one 
of the letters, when he says: 1 have 
no desire, intention or right to claim 


the authorship of your book. The tomposi- 
tion is entirely your own.’’ After Gen. 
Grants sudden relapse in 1885, Gen. Badeau, 
impressed with the magnitude of the sale of 
the proposed memoirs, and seeing immense 
gains, made, as appears in the correspond- 
ence, ademand upon Gen. Grant to the effect 
that he should be paid a certain sum per 
month and likewise a share in the profits, to 
help the General build a monument of endur- 
ing fame. The proposition Gen. Grant evi- 
dently regarded as a suggestion that Gen. 
Badeau should practically write his book and 
Gen. Grant assume the credit. Gen. Grant, in 
a long letter under date of May 5, 1885, in reply 
tu Badeau’s proposition, says: 


Since pondering over the conteats of your letter, 
and more particularly over the conclusions I have 
drawn from it and reflectons based upon what you 
) say, and my knowledge of your temper and disposi- 
tion, I understand the letter better than you do, 1 
have concluded that you and I must give up all as- 
sociaiion so far as the preparation of any lite 
work goes which ig to bear my signature. In a 
other respects I hope our relations may continue as 
hey have, always been, pleasant and friendty. 

vu say that Lam a man of affairs and can tell a 
simple story.“ You imply that a literary man must 
supply some deficiencies, and that you are the only 
man who can doit. If this is the case. General, I do 
not want a book bearing my name to go before the 
world, which I did not write, to such an extent as to 
be tully entitled tothe credit of anthorship.

“TRUST” LEGISLATION. 

Any corporation entering into or becom- 
ing a member of any pool, trust, combina- 
tion or confederation to maintain a price 
for the transportation of freight or passen- 
gers, and also any corporation which 
enters into any combine to ‘‘fix the price 
“of coal, oll, grain, provisions, flour or 
“other commodity, or to fix or limit the 
“amount or quantity of any commodity to 
“be manufactured, mined, produced or sold 
“ih this State,“ shall be deemed guilty of a 
conspiracy to defraud, and shall be fined 
not less than 1 per cent and not more than 


25 per cent of its capital stock. So pro- 
vides a bill now before the Iowa Legisla- | 
ture, and another section of it imposes a 
fine not less than $500 nor more than 
$5,000, and imprisonment not exceeding 


two years in the county jailon copartner- 
ships and individuals guilty of the acts 
therein forbidden to corporations. 

This would reach corporations only when 
they had, as corporations, actually en- 


tered into the forbidden pools and com- 
bines, and by theirown acts made them- 


selves responsible members thereof. The 
worst thing about the trusts is their utility 
in placing a numberof corporations under 
a combined control in such a way that 
either of them can plead utter ignorance 
of any such combination or control, and 
by producing its books show that by no 
act of its own, as a corporate body, has it 
entered into any such combination or sub- 
jected itself to any such control. The 
trust isa thing apart from either of the 
corporations it controls. It is an outside, 
irresponsible combination of individual 
stockholders of the several corporations 
to be controlled. 

But it would seem that these stockhold- 
ers would be effectively reached by that 
clause of the Iowa bill imposing severe 
penalties on individuals or copartnerships 
for doing what the corporations are for- 
bidden to do with reference to conspira- 
cies and combinations in restraint of 
trade. Sothis bill is a good startin the 
right direction, and itis to be hoped that 
other State Legislatures and Congress 
will follow it up with improvements. 

— 0 — — 

Tun Republicans should have known 
when they nominated BLAINE thata man 
must be something morethan an ardently 
worshiped party leader to win in a close 
election. All the lessons of American 
politics have béen against the nomination 
of such candidates since ANDREW JACK- 
SON made all of the greatest statesmen 
and party leaders of his day take back 
seats. The Whigs could elect HARRISON 
and Tarron, but never could elect their 
idol Cray. By nominating the compara- 
tively new and obscure “‘rail-splitter’’ of 
Illinois in preference to S—EwarpD the Re- 
publicans won their first victory.

„Green Grow the Rushes, O,“ and green 
grow the breasts of the Irish citizen once 
every year. 

That time came to-day, and, until the Sab- 
bath shall come, a large portion of humanity 
will look greener than the meadows that still 
await the greening caress of spring.

MME. DE BELLEVILLE. 


She Attempts Suicide at Vienna After Being 
Discharged From a Concert Hall.

NEW YORK, March 17.—Mme, de Belleville 
who, some few weeks ago was expelled from 

rlin by the police of that city, bas just 
made an unsuccessful attempt to commit 
suicide at Vienna, whithersehe had gone after 
ber enforced departure from the Prussian 
capital. She hadtaken up her residence at 
No. II Operneign, im a handsome suite of 
apartments. Night after night she was to be 


seen at the opera, seated in the stalls, and 
she soon became known tothe habitues as the 
lady in white. Having made the acqualnt- 
ance of a director of the Grand Opera, 
she made an attempt to obtain an 
engagement both there and atthe theater on 
the Wien, but she was unseccessful in both 
cases, and at length, in despair, turned to M. 
Perti, the manager of the famous Music Hall 
knownasthe Orpbeum. Here she was more 
fortunate and afterashort discussion Mme. 
La Baronne de Belleville was engaged asa 
ballad singer. Notwithstanding her piquante 
style of beauty, her first 1 was only 
moderately successful. he following day 
she was summoned to the Central Office of Po- 
lice and questioned concerning her expulsion 
from Berlin and her means of livelihood in 
Vienna. Shereplied that she was engaged at 
the Orpheum, and that, moreover, she would 
shortly be in receipt of alarge sum of money 
proceeding from the sale of her furniture and 
effects at Berlin. 
DESPAIR. 

On returning to her apartments the first 
thing she found was a note from the manager 
of the Orpheum, informing her that her ser- 
vices were no longer required. In despair 
she seized a revolver and fired two shots at 
herself, the second of which inflioted a slight 
flesh wound on her leg. As soon as she has 
recovered she will be expelled from Vienna, 
the authorities having been warned about her 
by the Berlin police. As is well known she 
was expelled fromthe latter place in conse- 
quence of ber intimacy with Prince William, 
now crown Prince of Germany. She was also 
on terms of acquaintance with Count Herbert 
Bismarck and several other members of the 
Prussian Jeunesse d' Ore, and her conduct is 
asserted to have been the cause of some 
scandal at the Athens-on-the- Spree. 

Mme. de Belleville was well known on this 
side of the Atiantic. Some years ago she 
gained unenviable notoriety in Chicago, 
Shortly after her adventure there she traveled 
throughout the country and finally went to 
Berlin. She was there but a short time when, 
on Novernober 11, 1887, she received a notice of 
expulsion from the Berlin police. At that 
time reasons ofa political nature were said to 
be the cause of her expulsion. She declared 
that she had never surrendered her German 
citizenship, but the police would hear of no 
argument in the matter and she had to leave.

SAILORS IN A STORM. 


A GRAPHIC DESCRIPTION OF A JOLLY TAR’S 
LIVE IN THE WINTER. 


Ralf Frozen and Ciad in Suits of Ice They 
Are Compelled to Creep About on Ice- 
Clad Decks That Would Make Splendid 
Skating Kinks—Mr. Beatson Talks of the 
Dangers of the Big Elizzard at Sea—Some 
Terrible Steries of Peril and Adventure. 


Philip R. Beatson of Boston, who is stop- 
ping at the Lindell, said this morning to a 
Post-DISPATCH reporter: A great deal has 
been said about the sufferings endured by 
travelers andthe inhabitants of the smaller 
New England and New York towns, but 
when full reports come in it will 
be seen that what they have endured is as 
nothing tothe hardships to which the sailors 
have been subjected. Little is ever said of 
this, but every winter the sailors on the At- 
lantic seaboard and Long Island Sound en- 
dure uncomplainingly hardships which might 
well appal the stoutest heart, and the death- 
roll numbers many hundreds. While the 
United States has scarcely any transoceanio 
shipping, it has the largest coasting 
trade in the world, and the sailing vessels 
halling from American ports outnumber those 
of England itself. A large proportion of the 
freight between the seaport towns, which does 
not require great dispatch, is carried on ship- 
board, and bothin summer and winter the 
entire coast is lined with a stream of vessels 
between the Northern and Southern 
ports and America and the West Indies. 
Few steamers are engaged in this 


traffic, nearly all being carried on by sail 
pewer. In summer thisis very pleasant, but 
in the winter it entails almost unendurablie 
hardships on the crews. As long as the ves- 
sels are in the open sea the exposure is not 
great, but as soon as the coast is approached 
2 Vigilance is required, and one of. 
the 

WIND AND SLEET STORMS 
which 80 continually arise on the New 
England and New Jersey coast means 
not only great danger to every ves- 
sel, Dut the almost certain disablement 
of a large portion of the crews by 
reason of exposure. The heavy winds nearly 
all blow on shore and are accompanied by 
sleet storms. A lee shore, especially on an 
under-manned vessel, is the greatest peril of 
the deep a sailor is called upon to face, and 
nearly all vessels fying the American flag are 
under-manned. This necessitates the con- 
tinual the entire crew 
on night, as the 
coast last from 
forty-eight to sixty hours. The schooners 
and sloops so much affected by American 
builders, are always vessels with very low 
freeboarl, and the decks are soon a mass of 
ice. Every rope is coated with the sleet 
and freezing spray, while the sails are 
rendéred as hard and stiff as boards. To 
work a ship off shore in the teeth of a flerce 
southeaster, when every sheet and tack is 
rigid as iron, and when the men are soon 
clad in suits of icy mail is a task not only 
of great dunger, but also of intolerable bard- 
ship. The icy coating of the sails adds a hed 
scrions element of danger, as itis impossible 
to furl them, and, even in _ tacking, 
the change of position is likely to split them 
from top to bottom, asthe covering of ice is 
often thicker than the canvas, and before 
‘lelding is apt to tear the salls into shreds. 
Vhen this happens nothing can be done by 
the crew except to secure themselves in 
the rigging, and wait for the vessel to strike. 
Anchors are next to useless, as the Northern 
Atlantic Coast, at least that portion south of 
Portiand, affords about the worst holding 
ground in the world, and the heaviest anchors

TEARING OF HER SAILS 
strikes the New Jersey Coast she is likely to 
— to the bottom at once or 

e quickly pounded to pieces by the waves, 

and the sufferings of the crew is not prolonged. 
But the Long Island and Sound shores are 
nearly all shelving and composed of soft 
mud. When a vessel strikes these mudbanks 
there is scarcely any danger of sinking, but 
the sufferings of the crew are terrible. The 
seas make a clean breach over the vessel, the 
water freezing on age eee it touches, and 
the wind blowing a hurricane. The men 
cannet stay below, but are obliged to 
lash themselves to the rigging, and 
must endure the beating of the 
storm unprotected. Within an hour or two 
every man is more or less frozen and is kept 
from falling overboard simply by the ropes 
thatlash him to the rigging. I spent three 
months at New London last winter and saw a 
dozen crews brought into the hospital from 
vessels wrecked on the coast. Such terrible 
—— I have never witnessed. All were 
dreadfully frostbitten and many were taken 
dead from the rigging. One crew of 
fourteen men, taken from a large New 
Bedferd schooner which grounded near 
Watch Hill, lost ive men by freezing, and of 
the nine rescued six lost either a hand or foot 
aplece, and two of them lost both hands and 
onefoot. This was by no means an excep- 
tional instance, as inguiry in every sea-port 
town will prove. At least 1,000 men lose their 
lives every winter between Portland and 
Barnegat, whilst the list of those 

PERMANENTLY MAIMED 
will be three times as long. Sach a storm as 
that which recently burst over the Eastern 
seacoast has seldom, if ever, been equalled 
in violence, and when the list of missing is 
known, which will not be fora week or two, 
the loss of life will be found to exceed that of 
many a pitched battle, and thejhelpless widows 
and children, so distressingly numerous 
in every New England seaport town, will dave 
their numbers greatly increased.’’

New York, March 17.—A terrible malady, 
sudden in its attack and fatal in ita effect, has 
attacked the horses in this city. Aven while 
the bells were tolling yesterday for the funeral 
of their great protector, Henry Bergh, agents 
for the society he founded were ending with 
bullets the sufferings of many animals which 
had dropped in the snow. Othere were lifted 
in the big red ambulances of the society and 


carried to their owners’ stables, or to the 
Veterinary Hospital. The doctors call the 
disease asaturia or ureanic blood poisoning. 
There are no Indications of its approach. 
A horse is being driven along the street 
without warning the hindquarters 0 
the animal begin to tremble violently; then 
the hind legs give way and down s the 
brute, Nine times out of ten the d 

fatal. The sufferings are terrible to behold, 
and often the horse beats its brains out in its 
agony. A bullet then is a mercy. 

The Post-DIsPATCH correspondent saw no 
less than five horses in the worst stages of the 
disease at the New York Veterinary Hospital 
yesterday. They were strapped down 8. 
curely, and great hoods covered their heads 
to prevent them injuring themselves. Chi 
Surgeon 8. K. Johnson, assisted by House 
Surgeons Ford and Buckley were attending to 
the stricken animais. Big doses of chloral 
were administered until the poor brutes slept. 

1% never saw anything like it,“ said 
Surgeon Johnson to the PosT-DISPATCH COr- 
respondent. ‘‘Horses are dropping all over 
the city. We have not room tor more than a 
few of them here. The disease was caused in 
this manner: Nearly all the horses attacked 
are animals that have been working every 
day. When the blizzard struck here they 
were laid upinthe stable. They were given 
their full quantity of food and not having 
proper exercise it did not assimilate, thus 
causing a nitrogenous state of the blood. 
course they collapsed when taken out. The 
disease is nearly always fatal. Perhaps 10 per 
cent of the horses attacked can be saved. A 
peculiar fact is that all the horses attack 
are big, strong animals. The iliness might 
huve been avoided if the horses had been put 
on half allowance. 

A TERRIBLE TIME. 

As the doctor ceased speaking an ambulance 
of the Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Animals drove up with another siek horse. 
„See, sald Dr. Johnson, that horse will be 
dead in six hours. Heisinthe last stages. 
At the Society tor the Prevention of ty to 
Animals, Superintendent Hankinson said: 
„„We are having 4 terrible time. I returned 
from the funeral services of Mr, Berge and 
found as many as ten requests on my desk for 
ambulances and men. Since that time they 
have been pouring in.’’ Just here the tele- 
phone rang. Superintendent Hankinson 
stepped over and, alter receiving the message, 
dispatched an officer with instructions to 
shoot a stricken horse. 

‘*That is the seventh we have had to kill to- 
day, be added. It is a terrible disease. 
We would save if we could, dut it is a mercy 
to put the poor animals out of their misery. 
Wednesday we looked after sixteen horses. 
Thursday wetook care of twenty, some of 
these having to be shot. To-day 1 don’t 
know what the total will be.’’ 

Superintendent Hankinson also informed 
the reporter that he had but eight men and 
but two ambulances to cover the city from the 
Battery to Woodlawn. Many calls were 
sent in yesterday that could not 

ossibly be: attended to. Vice- 

resident Elbridge T. Gerry is acting as Presi- 
dent pending the election of Mr. Bergh’s suc- 
cessor, Atthe Third avenue car stables yes- 
terday a number of horses were stricken. Drs.

A Cotbice on Cook Avenue. 


Judge Lubke to-day rendered a decision in 
an interesting case of a dispute between 
neighbors. William J. Weber, trustee of An- 
nie O. Weber, against Matilda J. Zimmerman 
and John J. Zimmerman. The plaintiffs and 


the defendants own adjoining property on 
Cook avenue, the plaintiff having a three- 
* brick residence, No. 8662 and the de- 
fendants having 1 two-story and 
mansard hip-roof dwelling 0 the 
east. Between the houses there is a phssage- 
way about 3 feet wide, which is entirely on tne 
plaintiff's lot and can be used only by persons 
visiting the plaintiff's house. The cornice of 
he defendant’s house extends some thirteen 
nches over the passageway and within the 
cornice there s a gutter wich re- 
ceives the water failing on that 
side of the roof and carries it to a spout lead- 
ing to drains below on the defendants’ prem- 
ises. The plaintiff last September broughta 
suit to compe! the defendants to remove the 
overhanging cornice on the ground that it 
Garkened the passageway and caused rain, 
sieet and snow to drop down upon It. 

The Court reaches the conclusion that the 
Dilishould be dismissed. It does not appear 
that the cornice is unsightly, that it 
is in the way oft a structure about 
tobe put up by tho plaintiff or that it is 
out of repair. It darkens the passage 
way only slightly. Instead of the 
cornice being A contrivance to 
shed water on the piaintiff’s lot the 
gutter catches and carries off the rainwater 
which, but for the overhanging cornice, would 
fall into the passage- wav. There was there- 
fore no substantial injury done. Both houses 
were built about eight years ago and no ob- 
jection was then interposed to the cornice and 
no * Was heard until three years 
since, when the plaintiff complained of the 
sparrows gathering under the cornice. The 
defendants at once inourred an expense of $25 
in placing a network under the cornice. There 
is adecree eutered dismissing the bill.

POSITIONS IN PITCHING. 


CURIOUS THINGS THAT ARE REVEALED BY 
THE INSTANTANEOUS EHOTOGRAT H. 


A Series of Twelve Views Showing Every At- 
titude of the Pitcher Fromthe Beginning 
to the End of Delivery—A New Patent for 
Sliding to Bases—McGarr Arrives—Sam 
Merton’s Scheme—Sporting Matters. 


HERE is probably no field in 

which one can work with the 

instantaneous camera with as 

much interest as that of base 

bail. Results obtained thus 

) far have created much surprise 

for the reason that they have 

helped to destroy popular ideas 

as to the position held by tle 

man in the various stages of 

his movement whether run- 

ning, batting, throwing or sliding. The eye, 
unlike the camera is not quick enough to 
catch one stage ofthe motion, and fix itfora

The cuts printed herewith are made from 
instantaneous photographs of a pitcher 
in the act of delivering the Dall. 
They show the twelve positions of the man’s 
body and arm from the time that he makes the 
initial motion until the ball bas left his hand. 
In picture No. 1 the pitcher has taken his posi- 
tion with his right hand drawn back. Picture 
number 2 represents him with one leg slightly 
elevated and in picture number 3 he is on the 
verge of taking the motion which will swing 


his body around into the actual position of 
delivery. In picture number 4 we see this 
position accentuated and in num- 
ber 5 still more accentuated. In 
picture number 6 the swing has 
been made and he now hesitates between 
drawing his arm back to its fulllength and 
bringing itforward again. No. 7 represents 
him atthe moment that he is about to bring 
bis arm forward as we see him in No. 8. The 
arm is moving all this timeremember. The 
camera catches it as it comes forward and 
fixes it in No.9 in a position situated more 
to the front. Atthis point he is at the crisis 
of the delivery, as it were. In No. 10 he bas

The instantaneous photograph thus accom- 
plishes what otherwise would have been im- 
possible. No piteher could possibly arrest 
the movementof his body and arm at the 
various stages of the act of pitching, but it 
this was really within the range of the pos- 
sible his appearance would be exactly similar, 
at ow stage, to the picture produced by the 
artist.

OF THE TWO CITIES. 


Stupendous Ignorance of a Chicago Writer— 
The Lake City Pluming Itself on Just 
Forming a Local Orchestra—‘‘Robert le 
Diable’’ at Pope’s—Amusement Notes. 


HE combination of ig- 
norance and cheek for 
which Chicago Is noted 
bas recently had exem- 
plification in the matter 
of orchestral music. A 
writer signing the name 
of J. Travis Quigg gives 
— an account in a recent 


Musician of an attempt 

on the part of some Chi- 

‘cagoans to organize an 

orchestra for the pur- 

pose of giving a series 

of subscription concerts 

next year. The heading 

of the article speaks 

of Chicago being at the 

front and sleepy old St. Louis in the rear of 


the procession, and it closes with the follow. 
ing paragraph: 

Chicago, as usual, takes a place at the head 
of the process'on, while old sleepy St. Louis is 
content to tramp along at the tail end, ignor- 
ing its own local talent and satisfied with a 
band from the East. It is true that that excel- 
lent musician, my esteemed friend, Mr. Wal- 
dauer, has been struggling manfully for years 
to give St. Louis an orchestra, but his efforts 
have never been properly supported 
by the wealthy society people. The 
openin of the Exposition Build- 
ing affordede an opportunity for St. 
Louis to show what ig could doin a musical 
way, butno advantage was takenofit. Had 
from sixty to seventy-five first-class musicians 
been placed at Mr. Waidauer’s dispbdsal fora 
series of orchestral concerts, he would un- 
doubtedly have madea successful effort to 
emancipate the city from its provincial posi- 
tion inthe field of orchestral music. That, 
however, is not St. Louis style. Kansas City 
is more likely to follow the example of Boston 
and Chicago than the Rip Van Winkle of cities 
at the Missouri end of Jay Gould’s bridge. 


Chicago certainly goes regularly to the front 
in monumental exhibitions of stupidity and 
effrontery on musical questions. In the matter 
of forming an orchestra and giving regular 
subscription concerts, Chicago is only seven 
years behind ‘‘old sleepy St. Louis. They 
are just beginning to think about itin Chicago. 
St. Louis has had a fine orchestra giving splen- 
did subscription concerts liberally supported, 
with Mr. Quigg’s esteemed friend, Mr. Wal- 
dauer, atthe head of it. As a matter ot fact, 
twenty years ago when Chicago was scarcely 
more than a good-sized town, St. Louis had 
inthe old Philharmonic an excellent local 
orchestra, and for seven successive 
years the St. Louls Musical Union, 


has been rendering in splendid style the works 
of the greatest composers and has had to as- 
sist in its concerts the best vocal and instru- 
mental solo talent in the country. In this re- 
spect St. Louis is second only to New York and 
possibly Boston. It is so far ahead of ali other 
Western cities, such as Cincinnati, which has 
just formed an orchestra, and Chicago, which 
has not yet formed one, asto be out of their 
class altogether. Mme. Jessie Bartlett Davis, 
when she was singing here, was astonished at 
the St. Louis orchestra, and said that she 
heartily wished that Chicago couid boast of 
such an organization, and the other musical 
visitors bave placed it above all organizations 
of the kind outside of New York and Boston. 
Mr. Waldauer referring to the article simply 
laughed at it and remarked that the writer did 
not know what he was writing about as the 
people of St. Louis had always given him the 
most liberal support and encouragement.

MUNICIPAL ASSEMBLY. 


The Telephone Bill Passed After a Recon- 
sideration of the Question. 


The bill reducing the rent of telephones to 
$50 per annum was called up for discussion. 
It was passed before, but was reconsidered to 
give the companya chance to appear.
